A New Beating-Engine. 





The purpose of the construction of the 
beating-engine of which an illustration is 
given is to provide means for thoroughly 
working the stock and making it uniform, 
avoiding the difficulties sometimes encountered 
when the material is not uniformly acted upon 
by the roll. 

Figure 1 represents a longitudinal section 
of the engine. Fig. 2 is a modification of 
Fig. 1, with a flying turbine wheel / arranged 
below the partition-board a and without 
guide-board cc. Fig. 3 is a second modifica- 
tion of Fig. 1, in which, in lieu of a turbine 
wheel, /, a grinding disk or wheel is provided, 
on the under side of which are knives radiat- 
ing from the centre. Fig. 4 is a plan of the 
grinding surface, shown in Fig. 4 with knives. 

The vat is provided, as usual, with the cen- 
tral partition or midfellow, m. Between one 
side of the midfellow and the side of the vat 
A (where in the common beating-engine the 
roll is located) a partition, a 4, is placed trans- 
versely from the midfellow to the side of the 
tub, 

The partition @ 6 is arranged partly horizon- 
tal, or nearly so, and partly in a sloped way, 
and a circular opening, 7, is made in the hori- 
zontal part a, above which, Fig. 1, or below 
which, Fig, 2. moves the turbine wheel /, at- 
tached to the vertical axle /’, so that the pulp 
passing through the opening i enters the 
wheel, 

If the vat is filled with paper stock and the 
wheel / begins to turn, it draws the pulp 
through ¢ from one side of the partition and 
delivers it at the other side. The wheel /, 
which by this arrangement does the work of 
the roll in the common beating-engine, is said 
to secure a much better mixing of the stock 
than the roll can effect. Another advantage 
secured by the arrangement is the establish- 
ment of a strong bottom current by the pulps 
discharged from the wheel in the direction, or 
nearly so, of the bottom of the vat, whereby 
dead places at the bottom and in the edges of 
the vat are avoided. 

For avoiding dead places in the stuff stream- 
ing against the turbine wheel, the part 4 4 of 
the partition has an inclined position, thus 
turning downward the pulp flowing against it. 
To avoid dead places and whirlpools above 
the flying wheel, a guide-board,c¢ ¢, Figs. 1 
and 3 is arranged, by means of which the pulp 
discharged by the wheel is divided into two 
currents, the one flowing at the bottom and 
the other toward the surface of the mass. 

In lieu of giving the partition plate 4 an in- 
clined position, the same effect as to avoid- 
ing dead places in the stock flowing toward 
the wheel may be attained by making this 
part of the partition curved, as shown by the 
dotted curved line v w, Fig 1. By arranging 
this partition curved-like v s (same figure), the 
stock issuing from the wheel against the par- 
tition will be guided to flow off in the proper 
direction, as indicated by the arrows 8. 

To prevent dead corners in the lower part of 
the vat directly under the wheel the sides of 
this part are made inclined or curved toward 
the opening ¢ 7, 

The-vertical axle /', upon which the fly- 
wheel / is’ fitted, may be turned by means of 
a pulley placed above the vat, in which case 
the axle 7” ds to be prolonged upward ; or if 
the pulley is placed below the vat, as repre- 
sented in the drawings, the entrance of the 
axle in the vat is tightened by a stuffing- 
box, d. 

The axle /’ may be placed in an inclined 
position, as represented by the dotted line x y, 
Fig. 1, 

In this case the partition,’ as well as the 
wheel f, follows a position normal to the di- 
rection of the axle x y, so that the current 
of the pulp issuing from the wheel remains 
parallel, or nearly so, to the sloped bottom 
of the vat, thus securing a strong bottom 
current, 

If a grinding or cutting disk is arranged as 
shown in Fig, 3, the partition @ must be pro- 
vided with a circular bed-plate, g, with knives 
(see Figs, 3 and 4), and convenient attach- 
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ment may be provided to the spur of the axle 
J for raising and lowering it, as well as the 
disk, against its bed-plate.

The Use of Steam. 








For years economy in fuel has been the 
subject of much study, and has caused a vast 
amount of discussion, and has been primarily 
responsible for many types of steam genera- 
tors and attachments, patent settings and cheap 
fuels, all possessed of varying degrees of 
merit or otherwise, as the case might be. This 
question seems to the writer to have been 
studied by engineers and manufacturers to the 
exclusion of a proper consideration of the 
economical use of the steam after it is gene- 
rated, with the single exception, perhaps, 
of its use in engines for power purposes, 
which branch has received much attention, in 
spite of which any decided improvement in | 
their performance does not appear to have | 
been recently made, and the engine remains | 
a very wasteful machine, although if 
glance at a few of the legion of 
advertisements of as many makers, 
and read the claims therein set 
forth, it would appear that little 
or nothing remained to be ac- 
complished in this direction. But 
we hear so much said of the 
amount of fuel used and wasted, 
and the great cost of furnishing 
steam in our manufacturing estab- 
lishments, that it will be well to 
consider where it goes in some of 
the more ordinary cases, and call 
attention to the amount absolutely 
necessary to do cértain kinds of 
work. I shall consider only a few 
of the many establishments re- 
quiring steam in the production of 
their goods, and first I will con- 
sider its use in a paper mill, not 
for the whole plani, but for one 
or two principal departments only, 
and, for illustration, will assume 
that the mill produces five tons of 
finished paper daily. 

The felted paper, as it passes 
from the squeezing rolls to the 
drying cylinders, carries from 60 
to 70 per cent. of water by weight; prob- 
ably the average is not far from 65 per 
cent. It will therefore be seen that we have 
to evaporate 6,500 pounds of water per day, 
and that, too, from a low temperature, to do 
the drying alone. To this must be added the 
loss due to condensation resulting from the 
loss of heat from the exposed surfaces of the 
drying machine and its connections, which 
will be from one-third to one-half of a pound of 
water per hour for each square foot of exposed 
surface, according to circumstances. 

The rotary bleacher will, if of the usual size, 
require about three thousand pounds of steam 
to bring it to the boiling point, and the radia- 
tion from it will result in the condensation of 
about 180 of steam per hour. 

The heating of the mill, the pipes in the 
drying lofts, and all exposed pipes will require 
about one-half pound of steam per square foot 
of surface per hour to make good the loss by 
condensation. 

In bleacheries for cotton cloths and yarns 
one pound of water evaporated in the genera- 
tors will bring to a boiling’point five pounds in 
the bleach, to which must be added the loss by 
radiation of heat. Dye-becks, scouring and 
washing machines, &c., will require steam in 
the same proportion. Cotton yarns, cotton in | 
the bat, stockinet goods, &c., as they come 
from the hydro-extractors, carry about 38 per 
cent. of moisture—in fact, several weighings, 
by the writer, of goods from the extractor and 
from the drying-rooms showed a variation of 
less than I per cent. from the above. 

Light ducks, drills and jeans were found to 
contain about 50 per cent. of moisture by 
weight as they passed to the drying cylinders, 
and by carefully collecting and weighing the 
water of condensation from the dryers it was 
found to agree very closely with the amount 
which estimates showed would be required to 
evaporate the quantity of moisture carried by 
the goods, as stated above, after making due 
allowance for the loss by radiation of heat 
from the exposed surfaces of the drying ma- 
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chines. It should be mentioned, however, 
that the quantity collected has in every case 
exceeded, though but slightly, the estimated 
amount required. 

A tentering machine operated in a closed 
room, with the temperature varying from 132° 
to 140° Fahr., condensed slightly more than 
one-half pound of steam to each square foot 
of coil per hour, the steam-pressure vary- 
ing from thirty-five to forty pounds per square 
inch ; had the pressure been higher the con- 
densation would have been greater, and more 
work could have been done. 

Of woolen yarns the writer has not had so 
good an opportunity to ascertain the quantity 
of water remaining to be evaporated, but from 
limited trials made would expect it to range 
from 50 to 60 per cent. 

[ have touched, and but lightly, some of the 
processes requiring a large quantity of steam, 
and would add that this quantity is absolutely 
necessary under the most favorable conditions. 

One fact should never be lost sight of by the

put in that requires steam in its operation, the 
sharp competition among the different makers 
of such machinery leads to their estimating 
and claiming, as features of such machines, 
the consumption of the minimum quantity of 
steam to doa certain amount of work, while 
similar causes tend in the opposite direction 
in the rating of the capacity of sceam gene- 
rators ; that is, they are usually rated at their 
maximum capacity. This not infrequently leads 
to putting down insufficient boiler power, thus 
causing disappointment and dissatisfaction. 
From the foregoing, it will be seen, the 
amount of steam necessary to do certain kinds 
of work is very considerable, and no arrange- 
ment can be devised that will in the least de- 
gree render the amount any smaller. In ad- 
dition to the amount actually required to do 
the work, there will always be a certain 
amount lost by condensation in pipes, Xc., 
and this quantity may easily become quite a 
large amount, as the following case will illus- 
trate: A boiler to be used for heating pur- 
poses only was put in, and its capacity was 
sufficient to just supply the radiators and noth- 
ing more under the most favorable conditions. 
The system as arranged had a very large 
quantity of piping, its only fault, as otherwise 
the arrangement was good, When started, 
the whole system seemed a“failure, and gave 
great dissatisfaction. Investigation disclosed 


the fact that the supply and return pipes alone | 


had radiating or cooling surface enough to 
condense all the steam the boilers cou.d eco- 
nomically generate. 

So, we find steam carried long distances and 
in many directions, in our large manufacturing 
establishments, and the heat lost in this man- 
ner sometimes bears no inconsiderable pro- 
portion to the whole amount used. It should 
also be borne in mind that the higher the pres- 
sure and temperature, the greater will be the 
proportion of loss from this source. It is my 
intention at some future time to discuss some 
of the cases of great loss or waste of heat from 


this cause that have come under my notice.—

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Extracts From a Millwright’s 
Diary.

February 11.—The steam-engine indi- 
cator has proved invaluable to me and to my 
employers. Every steam-engineer should be 
capable of using the indicator, and it will not 
be many years before a knowledge of that in- 
strument will be considered indispensable by 
the employers of engineers. There are hun- 
dreds of engineers who shrug their shoulders 
when the indicator is mentioned, and say : 
‘*That’s all very well for those college chaps 
to fool with, but I never saw yet any good in 
an indicator.” The trouble is that these men 


| do not understand the indicator, and, not com- 


prehending it, they get afraid of it, and then 
say, ‘‘ It’s no good.” 

An application of the indicator to a so- 
called overloaded engine revealed 
the fact that the steam-pipe was 
too small. By increasing the size 
of the steam-pipe a gain of over 10 
per cent. was immediately shown 
by the indicator, and this saving 
of steam was not long in becoming 
apparent at the coal pile. 

February 12.—Leaky valves and 
light fly-wheels reveal their pres- 
ence by an application of the indi- 
cator; wrongly set valves give 
themselves away and the neces- 
sary adjustments are easily deter- 
mined. There is more trouble 
caused by light fly-wheels than 
is generally supposed, and in a 
former number of THE PAPER 
TRADE JOURNAL an ‘‘extract” 
from my diary told how the dif- 
ficulty was remedied. Hemenway, 
in his ‘‘ Indicator Practice and 
Steam-Engine Economy,” gives a 
simple rule for finding the weight 
of the rim of a fly-wheel. He 
says: ‘‘ Multiply 6,000,000 by the 
indicated horse-power of the en- 
gine, and divide the product by the 
diameter of the wheel in feet multiplied by the 
square of its number of revolutions per minute.” 

In a recent engine test I found an engine 
giving 100 indicated horse-power, with a 
16-ft. pulley, running sixty-five revolutions per 
minute. The pulley-face was 20 inches wide 
and 2 inches thick. Now, according to Hem- 
enway’'s rule, the fly-wheel rim should weigh 
6,000,000 x 100—600,000,000 and 65 x 65 x 16—= 
67600. Then 600,000,000—~ 67600—8875.7+, 
the weight of the rim required for that speed. 

The actual weight, however, of the rim is as 
follows : The diameter of the wheel at the 
middle of the rim is 15 feet 10 inches, or 190 
inches ; 190 x .3141 = 596.97; the circumfer- 
ence of the wheel at the centre of weight, or, 
in other words, the wheel rim is a strip of iron 
2 inches thick, 20 inches wide, and 596.97 
inches long. The cubic inches of iron in this 
strip are as tollows : 2 x 20 x 596.97 = 23871.6. 

A cubic inch of cast iron will weigh about 
.26 of a pound ; therefore, the weight of this 
wheelrim is 23871.6 x .26 — 6206.6+, or 2669.1 
pounds less than the requisite weight to run 
smoothly. Had this engine been a throttling 
engine instead of an automatic machine, the 
indicator card would have shown a large 
amount of useless steam in the cylinder at the 
latter end of the stroke, instead of an approxi- 
mate expansion curve. There are two things 
which may be done with this engine. Either 
2669.1 pounds of iron may be added to the rim 
of the fly-wheel, as before described, or the en- 
gine may be run faster. In the latter case the 
wearing surfaces must be sufficiently large to 
stand the increased pressure. How much faster 
to run the engine, in order to make the fly-wheel 
do its duty, is easily found from Hemenway’s 
rule, as follows : 6,000,000 x 100 == 600,000,000 
as before, and 16 x 6206.6 4+. — 99305.6+4. Now 
600,000,000 99305.6 + = 6041 +, 
square of the speed at which the engine must 
run in order to travel smoothly with the given 
weight of the fly-wheel rim. The square root 
of 6041 is about 77.7, or II or 12 revolutions 
faster than present speed.

February 13.—A letter from a friend who 
has been studying the power that belts will 
transmit came along this morning. He 
writes from the depths of despair as follows: 
* * * “and, by the way, belt theories 
are all knocked out in one round here. A 
20-inch belt over 6 feet and 7 feet 6 inch pul- 
leys, at a speed of 2,052 feet per minute, 
should give 50 horse-power, but it fails to 
drive an engine (beating) rated at 25 to 40 
horse-power required. 

Figuring out the above question by a rule 
used at the Delamater Iron Works, New York 
city, which rule states that ‘‘a belt one inch 
wide, properly surfaced and sufficiently tight, 
bearing on not less than one-third the circum- 
ference of the smaller pulley will transmit a 
force of 19% pounds at any-velocity,” I mul- 
tiply the velocity in feet per minute by widths 
in inches, and also by 19%. The result is 
foot-pounds. The operation is as follows: 
2052 x 20x 19 = 790020 foot-pounds —~ by 
32000 == 24.6 + horse-power, the amount the 
belt will transmit by this rule. By the gen- 
eral rule of 144 feet of belt surface passing per 
minute, the result would be 2052 x 20+ 12 = 
3420, and 3420 feet — 144 — 23 + horse-power 
by that rule. 

The off-hand method of estimating the 
horse-power of a belt, by allowing 50 square 
feet per minute per horse-power, gives results 
as follows: 2052 x 20—- 12—=3420 square feet 
of belt surface per minute, and 3420 5068 4 
horse-power, a quantity almost three times as 
large as the former rules give. It is no won- 
der that some of the rules are “‘ knocked out 
in one round.” 

Hoyt Brothers, of New York, according to 
Cooper's ‘‘ Use of Belting,” page 95, allow the 
width of belt to be equal to 36000 ~x horse- 
power, or 50=—1800000; and this divided by 
velocity 2052 x length of belt in contact with 
the small pulley—about 8.6 feet in this case— 
x 6=—= 105883.2. Now, 1800000 — 105883.2 
—1I7, nearly ; therefore, the belt should be 
17 + inches wide to drive that rag-engine, ac- 
cording to the formula in hand. 

It is no wonder that my friend got tahgled 
in his belt calculations, and if the data should 
be worked up by every known rule it is safe 
to say that there would be as many different 
results as there are formule used. Another 
‘*high-toned ” formula is as follows : Width of 
belt—1100 x horse-power — by velocity of feet 
per minute. This formula would give width 
=1I100 x 50 + 2052 = 24.3+ inches. Verily, 
the ways of belts and rules therefor are be- 
yond comprehension. 


February 16.—It is about time for the ice to 
begin to break up and to make no end of 
trouble in the canals. I have got a boom all 
ready to throw across the canal, just above the 
rack, upon the first sign of loose ice, I have 
also made an ice bar for breaking big cakes of 
ice when they lodge against the racks. The ice 
bar is simply a huge chisel, 6 inches wide, 
and weighing 65 pounds, made fast to the 
end of a 20-foot pole ; with this a large cake of 
ice can be quickly cut up into pieces that may 
be easily handled. 

Owing to limited room, the ice taken from 
the racks must be teamed away. I have rigged 
a short derrick close to the rack, the *‘ stone 
boat”’ thereto belonging can be lowered to the 
water's edge, and two men in the boat will 
pick up a load of ice very quickly, after which 
it can be raised and dumped into the cart or 
sled. 

I find a foot-path built two feet up stream 
from the racks to be a great help toward 
getting out the ice, by making it easy for 
the men who are loading ice into the ‘‘ stone 


boat.”

A process of making waterproof packing- 
paper is conducted as follows: The paper 
is immersed into a solution consisting of 14 
pounds of white soap dissolved in 1 litre of 
water (1 litre 1.76077 pints), 125 grams 
of gum-arabic and 375 grams of glue, also 
dissolved in a second litre of water. Both 
solutions are to be mixed in a warm state. 
After the immersion the superfluous fluid is 
pressed from the same, and it is allowed to 
dry in a moderately warm temperature.—

News this week is “scarcer ’n hens’ 
teeth,” nothing having happened out of the 
usual run. Business is moving along at a 
steady jog, with prices unchanged. Orders 
of medium size continue to come in, and all 
gtades of goods are moving in greater or less 
quantities. Western orders have kept up well, 
afid there is quite a demand in that section 
for some kinds of goods. Many of the mills 
have orders bocked for a number of weeks 
ahead. Writings, book, news and manillas 
are all in fait demand at current prices. 

Thé dealings in stock this week have not 
been particularly large or satisfactory. Some 
deliveries are being made on old contracts, 
but the arrivals ovér the séveral railroads are 
reported to be small. The mills seem to have 
a sufficient supply of stock on hand to meet 
present feeds, but some kinds of specialties 
are in medium call. Domestic rags are sought, 
and prices are firm. There is a fair demand 
for wood pulp, and chetnicals are holding 
their own. The supply of coal is beginning 
to be larger, and the mills are better off than 
they Were a few wéeks ago. 

Thé tour workers of the city will hold an- 
other adjourned meeting at Forestér’s Hall on 
Sunday afternoon and the committees will 
report progress. By that time some idea 
ought to be formed as to the manner in which 
the night workers in the different mills of the 
country will support the movement for less 
hoers. 

Congresstman Whiting went directly to Mari- 
etta, Ga., after the adjournment of Congress, 
where he will rest till the latter part of this 
month.

The paper-stock market has not shown 
a great deal of activity during the past few 
days, and it might be called rather quiet. Fhe 
atrivals during the past few weeks are re- 
ported as having gone into consumption and 
very little spot stock is offering for sale. 
Foreign markets continue to report a firmness 
at higher prices, and this fact tends to check 
importations and will continue to do, it is 
claimed by importers, until the local market 
résponds to the advance asked, as prices are 
prohibitory to importation. Paper-stock im. 
porters are not inclined to speculative ten- 
dencies, owing to the uncertainty of things in 
general, but prefer to accept the positions of 
the markets as they may regulate themselves. 
Importers claim that margins are too close to 
cause any particular feeling of buoyancy, 
and they seem to think that trade is at hard- 
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ferent, and, while anxious for business, are 
not inclined to accept orders unless sure that 
the transaction will permit of some little 
profit. 

Chemical importers report a fair jobbing 
trade, but devoid'ot any special features. The 
arrivals of bleaching powders during the past 
week have been liberal, but, as the imports are 
mostly sold to arrive, the spot supply for im- 
mediate call is not large. Bleaching powders 
are quoted at 1.95@2.5c., the local market 
being relatively lower than foreign markets. 
Caustic soda is quiet at 2.40@2.45c., as per 
test, and in very small local supply. Soda 
ash is quoted at 14@r.30c., with the usual 


unusually light. Soda crystals are in fair sup- 
ply and light demand, and are quoted at .92 4c. 
to arrive and from .974@rc. from store. 

The receipts of chemicals for the past week 
include 1,579 casks of bleaching powders, 100 
drums of caustic soda, 600 casks of soda ash, 
140 casks of refined alkali and 280 barrels of 
soda crystals. 


The receipts of paper stock for the past 
seven days comprise a total of 2,948 bales and 
coils, of which there were 916 bales of rags, 
594 bales of paper waste, 253 bales of cotton 
waste, 276 bales of jute waste, 269 bales of old 
bagging. 264 coils of old rope and 376 bales of 
paper stock of miscellaneous grades. 

Other imports for the same time include 375 
bags of hide cuttings, 123 bags of old pickers, 
160 casks of china clay and 479 barrels of 
rosin.

Some few weeks ago the leathér-board mill,

H. Sampson, at Charles River Village, a few 
miles from this city, changed hands, Edward 
Hill being the purchaser. The mill is being 
put into first-class shape and will start very 
soon on No. 1 manilla, the product to be 
about two tons aday. Edward Hill, the buy- 
er of the Waban Mill, was the owner of the 
Dover Paper Mill, located at the same place, 
which was burned some months ago, nothing 
but the machinery being saved. 

Among the new enterprises on foot is the 
Coburn Paper Company, which, it is stated, 
has been organized with a capital of $200,000, 


| and has applied for a charter, with privilege 
jobbing demand, while the stock in store is | 


of increasing its capital to $400,000. The 
plans for the mills are being prepared by a 
Holyoke architect. 


In talking with one of the capitalists inter- 
ested in this company, that gentleman stated 
that efforts were being made to develop the 
advantages of Skowhegan, to increase the pa- 
per interests in that locality. He states that a 
new line of railroad has been surveyed and 
will soon be built between Skowhegan and 
Moose River, the road to be known as the 
Boston and Quebec Air Line, connecting at 
Moose River with the Pacific and Quebec 
Central Railroad. This new line, he claims, 
will increase the supply of wood, and with 
the facilities thus offered and those furnished 
by the Kennebec River, Skowhegan will com- 
mand a very important position for the manu- 
facture of wood pulp and paper. He men- 
tioned also that others interested in the paper 
manufacturing business were contemplating 
locating pulp mills at Skowhegan, but as this 
special movement is in embryo declined to 
mention the names of the parties contemplat- 
ing the same.

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most successful paper manufacturers, seem to 
have stirred up somebody 'way down in New 
Jersey.

Evert since the country was 
relieved of the difficulties in its circulating 
medium, with here and there a trifling ebb or 
eddy, the currents of healthful industrial life 
have been setting strongin the direction of 
honest enferprise, invention and thtift.

velop itself; commerce and industry are un- 
trammeled, and.an active interchange of com- 
modities is the natural consequence. 

Mr. Elliott, speaking of the Interstate Com- 
merce law, gave it as his opinion that its work- 
ings would prove salutary. He thought it 
was framed and would be honestly executed 
in the interest of impartiality and equity. If 
this shall prove true the only real sufferers 
will be those now enjoying undue advantages, 
and the evil results to them would be only tem- 
porary and rather apparent than real. Enough | 
was gathered of the business of this firm to 
know that it was never better. 

The largest dealers are most emphatic in 
their expressions of satisfaction over the work | 
done throughout the country by the Protective 
Association. Honest’ dealers stand squarely 
on their ascertained merits, and the lame 
ducks volunteer securities unmasked. As a 
consequence credits are unusually safe, fail- 
ures few and collections easy. There is noth- 
ing like this argus-eyed guardian of credits. 

All reports show that paper mills are gene 
rally running full—rather crowded by orders — 
which, in view of their large number and great 
capacity, indicates an enormous volume of cur- 
rent trade. 

Although there is no agitation on the subject, 
the Sunday-closing question is being calmly 
considered by mill-owners, and the leading 
men express themselves as favorable to the 
proposition if it can be made general. No one 
is able to see why paper mills may not con- 
form to all the general laws of moral and 
physical improvement. 

The extent to which bookmaking has at- 
tained is indicated by the fact that one Phila- 
delphia house now sells an average of 400 tons 
of book paper a month. The importations of 
tolios and tissues are very heavy ; but in writ- 
ing-papers the best are found at home, and 
home producers are patronized in preference. 

Soda ash and other chemicals, sold exten- 
sively in this market, are high; and, as the 
price of paper materials generally is advanc- 
ing, there is an upward tendency for all stand- 
ard paper stocks. 

Armstrong, Craig & Co., 12 South Sixth 
street, report the prospects of a large spring 
trade and the outlook ahead never better. 
They have an active demand for paper-bag 
machinery. 

I. N. Megargee & Co. are having a good 
general trade, with a particularly active de- 
mand for book papers. They also report an 
increasing demand for ledger papers, with 
prices tending upward. 

The Nescochague Manufacturing Company, 
609 Chestnut street, shows a spring trade 30 
per cent. better than last year. It reports 
prices steady, credits safer than usual and 
fewer failures. It thinks that there is little 
prospect of the mills generally consenting to 
close on Saturday at 6 P. M. D. 








Good Management. 


It is not easy to answer a query of 
what constitutes good management in a manu- 
facturing establishment because success is 
usually dependent upon close, intensive knowl- 
edge of a multiplicity of detail either local in 
its nature, or if general is specialized to every 
trade, and not applicable either to other trades 
or even to different establishments in the same 
trade. 

Manufacturing in a commercial sense im- 
plies three accomplishments—knowledge of 
the grades and values of raw materials ; how 
to work up these materials with the greatest 
economy, so that when the product is finished 
it will represent a popular want; and 
knowledge of the art of putting such wares 
into the hands of consumers with the greatest 
directness and economy. These conditions 
are very much involved. No degree of skill 
in buying, nor finish and economy in manu- 
facture, will suffice for success if the article 
produced is something the people do not want. 
No mistake is so often repeated, and no mis- 
conception is so widespread, as the one that 
success is certain to follow if the goods manu- 
factured are of the highest finish and most per- 
fect construction. The conception is true 
only to the point where the utilitarian objects 
of the article are well fulfilled, and the artistic 
object what people will buy. 

In short, the first element of success in 
manufacturing is a close adaptation of means 
to ends, and this implies that one must neither 
be in advance of, nor fall behind popular re- 
quirements, It also may be applied in a me- 
chanical sense to the internal workings of the 
mill or shop. 

In the matter of buying it is a good

buy only sufficient raw material for the eco- 
nomical administration of the work.in hand. 
Many buyers, believing the market to be low, 
and likely soon to advance, invest beyond the 
requirements of a reasonable future, and over- 
stock ; thus they take two speculative risks, 
neither of which naturally pertains to the 
legitimate business of the house. Perhaps 
trade slackens beyond the calculation of the 
buyer, and the commodity, instead of advanc- 
ing, declines, making loss number one. Per_ 
haps, also, the trade of the house declines, and 
instead of working up the normal quantity of 
raw material only half is utilized, making 
loss number two, traceable to the mistaken 
judgment of the buyer. If this mistake is 
further repeated, by working this surplus of 
raw material into a surplus of manufactured 
goods, under a hope that in this form the orig- 
inal investment will be returned, the manu-

the article be so crude as to suffer in compari- 


son with others of the same kind. One who 
begins in manufacturing must, like Minerva 
from the head of Jove, spring forward devel- 
oped and already armed for combat in the 
commercial arena. The day when a mechanic, 
with his limited kit, could with sobriety and 
industry grow into a mammoth concern has 
nearly drawn to its close, and the man who 
starts with the crudest of tools will find few 
patrons for his products. 

Experience to begin with—an experience 
that has grown up in the trade it would follow ; 
that knows how to buy, the kind of tools re- 
quired ; that will surround itself with skilled 
and able men in all departments ; that can 
produce efficiently and with economy, and that 
can sell with tact; that knows of the people 
who want goods, and of how to reach them

The chain of consequences 
is endless. Instead of following his trade 
legitimately he has speculated in it—and lost. 


structive business methods, to lose with him. 
If I have laid undue stress upon this point it 
is because it is, by many odds, the most fruit- 
ful cause of failure, surpassing any other many 
fold. Every reader may doubtless recall sev- 
eral cases that have come to his own observa- 
tion during this ten years of slow sales on low 
margins, where failure was caused by specula- 
tive overbuying and overproduction. 


The great shrinkage in values and profits 
that has now become so chronic as to threaten, 


like the poor, to be always with us, demands | 


close economies throughout the shop where 
the manufactured product is created. This 
economy does not consist in making a quar- 


terly demand on the workmen for a reduction | 


of wages, although this lowering has come as 
inevitably as the other, but consists in furnish- 
ing good tools, steady and reliable motive- 


power, keeping every machine in the highest | 


order and productive efficiency, and, more than 
all, having them operated by skilled and con- 
tented men who will put out the work accu- 
rately, rapidly, keep their machines in good 
order, and do it all with a will that, to be con- 
tinuous, must spring from a knowledge of the 
mutual identity of interest between the em- 
ployer and the men, and from confidence that 
the employer is always doing his best for all 
concerned. 

Good and skilled men are a necessity in any 
business that would achieve an enduring suc- 
cess. But neither good nor skilled men will 
survive in a shop under an inefficient fore- 
man. Good men and skilled become bad men 
and slovenly when they have over them a 
careless. methodless and brutish foreman. 
The want of method makes the best workman 
careless and slovenly ; the want of courtesy 
will convert saints into anarchists, or at least 
to careless discdntent. No shop can thrive 
where either find lodgment. The foreman is 
the employer's representative with the men, 
and much of the labor discontent that over- 
spreads the land is due to the want of observ- 
ance of principles of equity by foremen. 

Economy in the shop means good fuel, good 
boiler and engine, and an intelligent engineer. 
It means also good belting and transmission 
kept at its maximum of efficiency. It means 
good machines that will produce the most 
good product with the least waste of material 
and labor. It means foreman and hands who 
will act as the brains of the machines, and 
keep them at their best, both in quality and 
quantity. 

This element of manufacturing industry, 
which in the Western Continent has grown 
with the last twenty years, brings us to con- 
sider the most absolute requisite for success in 
manufacturing—capital. While this require- 
ment is not inexorable, it has become the rule. 
The day of makeshifts is past. Demand is no 
longer sharp, and articles will not sell at all 
now that would readily have found acceptance 
in earlier days. Every article of manufacture 
finds a dozen counterparts, if not counterfeits, 
on every market, asking for a division of 
trade and a subtraction of profit. While 
profit will be lacking if the finish of the article 
makes it too costly, it will bé equally lackinggit 


find new customers ; that advertises liberally 
in the journals of the trade—these are the 
men who, allied with capital, will succeed in 
manufacturing. Success is no less certain 
now than ever; its conditions have changed, 
that is all. The end is more difficult, but the 
means, although changed and requiring great 
concentration, are also more ample, and equal 
to all demands. 

Men whose capital is insufficient to engage 
in the manufacture of staple products as they 
are made nowadays should not enter a hope- 
less contest. Such men must either associate 


| with men who are similarly situated and form 
And he has caused others, innocent of de- | 
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acompany, or they must be contented with 
their simpler life until their resources expand 
to the occasion, or seek a simpler field. The 
commercial world is strewn with the wrecks of 
enterprises begun without means sufficient to 
compass the various requisites of buyer, 
maker and seller with economy. He who 
borrows his capital is as a straw in the 
wind, at the mercy at the least untoward cir- 
cumstance. Staggering under a load of inter- 
est, he is prostrated by a bank failure, a bad 
account, or a season of ‘‘dull times.” He 
buys piece-meal, and fails to get the trade 
cash discount; he produces with difficulty, 
with poor tools, and discontented or unskilled 
men ; he sells at a discount and with great 
exertions, in the employment of expensive 
salesmen. What chance has he with the house 
that buys ‘for cash, at the lowest discount ; 
that produces in quantity with the greatest 
economy; that supplants the drummer 
with copious patronage of well-selected adver- 
tising mediums, and that gives the customer 
a benefit out of each of these econo- 
mies ; that depends upon a uniform grade of 
goods at the lowest price, told to the world in 
the most copious and least expensive way. 
None at all, in these days. Yet, indeed, there 
yet be places—eddies on the outskirts of the 
commercial whirlpool, where the railroad and 
telegraph have not yet penetrated, where the 
currents of life are more placid, where these 
remarks will not strictly apply, where the old 
primitive methods may still be followed. Yet

AUTOMATIC FELT GUIDE-ROLL ATTACHMENT. 
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HIS FELT GUIDE-ROLL DEVICE, A FACSIMILE OF WHICH IS SHOWN IN THE ACCOMPANYING CUT, IS THE 
first perfectly Automatic Guide-Roll apparatus ever attached to a paper-making machine forthe purpose. The essential feature 

is embodied in the fact that the felt is its own actuating agent, and this is the only way in which the apparatus can be made perfectly 
and entirely automatic, and thereby become practically a mechanical success. 


THE CONSTRUCTION AND OPERATION OF THE APPARATUS IS AS FOLLOWS: 
A represents a portion of a paper-making machine frame, to which is ¢ movable carriage, C, is moved one way or the other, and carries with it the 


secured a toothed rack ; Bis the Felt Guide-Roll, and C is a cast-metal plate | 
or carriage, to which the various operating parts are secured. Hence they al! 


move in unison when the carriage is in motion. 


D is a rocker-plate secured thereon, and which is actuated by the pin | 
face-plate attached to the extremity of the Felt Guide-Roll shaft. Zisa | 
toothed wheel, actuated by two pawle, FF, which are pivoted upontherocker- | 
plate D, and said pawls are furnished with two pins, the latter resting upon a 


rocker-shield, G. 


This shield, it will be seen, is moved by the lever arms a dc, the latter of 
which extends to the back of the machine, and is provided with adjustable 
actuating plates,dd. These plates rise above and in close proximity to the _ 


felt, which is to pass between them, 


Now, if the felt runs to either side, or diverges from its path of travel, it 
will press against the plate, d, on that side toward which it tends, and thus 
actuate the lever arms to tilt the shield G. This lowering of the shield on 
one side permits the pawl resting thereon to drop likewise, and the latter will 


engage with the toothed wheel, Z. 


But, since the rocker-plate, D, is continually oscillating, the paw! will be | 
actuated and advance the toothed wheel, which rotates a small gear or toothed 
wheel, meshing with the fixed rack on the machine frame and the plate or 


front journal or bearing of the Felt Guide-Roll in the opposite direction to 
that in which the felt is moving. 


H is a hand-wheel by which the Guide-Roll may be adjusted in the ordinary 


manner, if it is desired. 

Now, it is evident that as long as the felt is moving it supplies motive- 
power, through fhe guide-roll, B, to actuate the rocker-plate, D, and the 
pawis, while the movement of the felt, in either direction, laterally of its 


proper path of travel, will tilt the rocker-shield, G, and allow one of the pawls 


to engage in the toothed wheel, Z. In this way the movable carriage is 
adjusted and the guide-roll “cut” or slanted in the opposite direction to the 
diverging movement of the felt. 

The adjustment of this machive is very easily effected, as follows: 
Presuming the felt is in its proper position, the guide-roll, B, is to be placed 
at right angles to the machine frame or the path of travel of the felt. The 
guide-plates, dd, are then adjusted closely up to the edge of said felt, and 
the levers, a b c, are then so arranged that the rocking-shield, G, is in a 
position to keep both the pawls, # F, disengaged or free from the teeth of the 
wheel, Z. The felt may then be put in motion, and the operative will be 
assured that this Felt-Guide will hereafter continually and automatically 
direct the felt in its proper course. 


There are many advantages to be derived from the use of this device, prominent among which is the great saving in felts, since 
it prevents cutting. It also prevents the felt from wrinkling on the edges, and in consequence the felt is always as good on the edge 
as any portion. We also furnish Wire Guides upon the same principle. Furthermore, this apfaratus is very simple in its 
construction, and not liable to get broken or become disarranged, while, after being once adjusted, it needs no further attention.

Charles F. Vogelins, 
printer, on the third and fourth floors, sus- 
tained a loss of $30,000 on printing-presses 
and machinery; insured for $3,000. The fire 
extended to the upper floors of Nos. 31 and 27

Undoubtedly 
our manufactures have been encouraged 
by the tariff, but the farmers, so far 
from suffering from the support given to 
our manufacturing interests, have bene- 
fited.

StR—A new use has been discovered 
for the tobacco plant, claiming its stem and 
waste to be equal to linen rags in the manu- 
facture of paper. There is no expense in sort- 
ing this material, and very little shrinkage, as 
against the loss of one-third on rags ; it should 
therefore be a welcome substitute to the man- 
ufacturer. If you are open to buy I shall be 
glad to quote prices. 

The paper maker to whom this was ad- 
dressed thinks that there is such absurdity in 
it that it is worth “‘ giving it away.” And so 
it is. 

Germany's export and import statistics 
for the calendar year 1886, as: compared with 
1885, have been published, and from these it 
appears that the German import of rags last 
year were 317,534 metrical cwts. of 100 kilogs., 
against 340,390 cwts. in 1885. There was 
consequently a decreased import of 22,856 
cwts. On the other hand, the exports in 1886 
amounted to 404,072 cwts., against 347,365 
cwts. in 1885, showing an increased export of 
56,707 cwts. 


The fact is wood pulp is taking the 
place of rags in Central Europe, and particu- 
larly in Germany and Austria, so rapidly that 
the value of rags is affected thereby, “Till 
bottom has been reached neither dealers nor 
paper mills care to carry a larger supply than 
seems necessary or advisable, which again 
constitutes another element of weakness.

Analysis of Caustic Liquor. 
West Great Works, Me., March 2, 1887. 
To the Editor ef The Journal : 

In making analyses of caustic liquor to de- 
termine the amount of carbonate present it is 
generally necessary to filter to remove sus- 
pended particles of dirt and lime. In doing 
this a large surface of the liquor is exposed to 
the air, from which it absorbs carbonic anhy- 
dride, and this unites with the caustic, forming 
carbonate, and so the per cent. of carbonate in 
the liquor is raised. To get over this difficulty 
I make use of the apparatus described below, 





which allows the liquor to be filtered out of 
contact with the surrounding air, and thus pre- 
vent any absorption of carbonic anhydride. 

A is the flask containing the liquor to be fil- 
tered, B is the filter and C the receiver. A 
has a chloride of calcium tube attached, and 
also a siphon to draw off the liquor into the 
filter. There is a stop-cock in the siphon 
at E. 

The filter B consists of two funnels, one in- 
verted on the other. The top funnel is cut off 
short and a tube, I, passes through it, being 
held in position by a piece of rubber tubing, 
K. This tube is bent near the bottom, so that 
the liquor will fall on the side of the filter. 
The two funnels are held together and made 
air-tight by means of a rubber band stretched 
around the edges where the funnels meet. H 
is a rubber tube connecting the flask C with 
the flask A. When everything is in proper 
condition the apparatus is air tight, and caus- 
tic liquor can be filtered without fear of its ab- 
sorbing carbonic acid. To start the siphon 
working the mbber tube H is disconnected
